Parents 
hav e 
mix ed 
reaction 
to 
the age 
at 
which 
so-called "sex edu cation" 
p rogram shou ld begin bu t most 
arc ov erwhelmingly in su p p ort of su ch a cou rse in the p u blic 
schools. 
Perhap s if hu man growth 
cou rses had been inclu ded in 
the cu rricu lu m a generation ago. sftme p arents wou ld not be 
as shocked at sex edu cation starting with kindergarten. 
The p rogram p rop osed for the Kingston Schools Consoli­ 
dated elem entary grades is a coordinated cou rse geared to 
the age lev el and interest of the child, p rogressing throu gh 
the fu ndam entals of p lant and animal life to more detailed 
concern w ith hu man growth. 
Many of the p rojects su ch as 
seed collections, bird and frog stu dies were common, ev ery ­ 
day ev ents in the life of a ru ral child of another age. 
Fav o rable Respo nse 
Parents throu ghou t the school district are being made 
aw are of the cou rse and its teaching m aterials throu gh 


Parent-Teacher meetings. 
A samp ling of reaction indicates 
fav orable resp onse. 
One m other of ju nior high and high school boy s said she 
was all in fav or of the p rogram and by all means it shou ld 
be started in the early grades. 
She felt it shou ld be handled 
as a combined effort of chu rch, home and school. 
Some p arents feel strongly th at sex edu cation is a p aren­ 
tal resp onsibility and shou ld not be introdu ced in the schools 
u ntil ju nior or senior high school lev el. 
Ru t as one adv ocate 
of the K-12 p rogram p ointed ou t "by then it is too late." 
The langu age and knowledge of the street has been acqu ired 
by that time. 
He cited his own ex p erience in a m etrop olitan 
school where sex lectu res by em barrassed teachers in high 
school p rodu ced mu ch tittering, whisp ering and gu ffawing. 
It is felt the school cou rses starting in k indergarten and 
continu ing throu gh high school on a coordinated and p ro­ 
gressing basis will p rodu ce a more m atu re and realistic a t­ 
titu de. 
One p arent said she felt the inform ation giv en in 
a classroom situ ation wou ld be accep ted as a m atter of co urse 
w ithou t the em barrassm ent and p ossible m isinformation of 
other sou rces inclu ding the home. 
Long Ov erdu e 
A nother m other wholeheartedly fav ored the p rogram 
which she thou ght was long ov erdu e. 
She said the y ou nger 


the better as far as when to sta rt the p rogram, ev en adv o­ 
cating nu rsery school as a starting p oint. She felt the stu dy 
wou ld allev iate fu tu re p roblems for both the Indiv idu al and 
society as a whole. 
Some ex p ressed the feeling that while in former times sex 
edu cation cou ld be tau ght solely in the home, this age of 
blatant sex sy mbols tossed abou t by adv ertising, telev ision 
and mov ies requ ires more gu idance on the p art of home, 
chu rch and school. 
* 
Reactions to the school p rogram as p resented hav e been 
v ery fav orable. 
While some p arents felt they cou ld not 
agree w ith the entire concep t, they lau ded the cu rricu lu m 
com m ittee for its finesse and carefu l p lanning. 
Clergy ** View* 
Clergy on all sides hav e had mu ch p raise for the p rogram, 
citing the obv iou s need for it in ou r fast mov ing society of 
today . 
They , too, cited the u rban p ressu res and u se of sex 
sy mbols withou t u nderstanding 
Some felt that thou gh the home is the p lace for sex edu ­ 
cation and the chu rch the seat of morality teaching, this 
atm osp ere was not av ailable to ev ery child. 
Throu gh the 
factu al clim ate of the classroom a more normal ap p roach to 
sex . m arriage and family stru ctu re wou ld be forthcoming. 
It shou ld be noted again, the p rogram dev ised by the cu r­ 
ricu lu m com m ittee for k indergarten throu gh six th grade 


recognizes the p arental role and seeks to aug ment it ra th e r4 
than su p p lant it. 
No action will be taken by the Kingston Board of Edu ca­ 
tion u ntil th*' feelings of p arents are sou nded ou t. 
Howev er 
the general feeling within the district is one of ap p rov al and 
shou ld p resent, no barrier to the p rogram being institu ted in 
the fall. 
I he local situ ation is in keep ing with the endorsem ent of 
the State Congress of Parents and Teachers giv en this week 
to a general p rogram of sex edu cation in the p u blic schools. 
Meeting on the State Univ ersity camp u s at Albany , dele­ 
gates v iewed films and heard lectu res on sex edu cation. 
Among the sp eakers was Dr. Mary Calderone, head of the 
newly formed Sex Information and Edu cation Cou ncil of the 
United States. 
Moral Decay Pro blem 
In making known its stand, the Congress of Parents and 
Teachers stressed the need for a p ositiv e attack on the 
"p roblem of moral decay in ou r cou ntry ." 
They felt sex 
edu cation "shou ld be dev elop ed all throu gh school with boy s 
and girls together throu ghou t. 
If we start at an early age, 
mu ch of the shock v alu e wdll be eliminated.” 
They too p ointed to the need for a u nited p rogram with 
religiou s and commu nity grou p s coop erating.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. nlanes 
attacked a p ower p lant onlv 
1.1 
miles from the center of Hanoi 
todav and shot down at least 
three MIG jet fighters, the U.S. 
Command rep orted. 
A U.S. command sp okesman 
saiid the strike was the closest 
v et to the heart of the North 
Vietnamese cap ital. 
He cou ld not confirm that it 
actu ally was in the citv limits 
of Hanoi, bu t added that 
the 
^aid was in a "bu ilt-u p area." 
Other Nav v p lanes meanwhile 
attack ed the Van Dien arm v de­ 
p ot fiv e miles sou th of Hanoi in 
morning and afternoon raids, 
the com m and sadd. 
Hanoi radiio rep orted earlier 
that its grou nd gu nners and 
missile forces shot down nine 
U.S. p lanes du ring heav y raids 
todav on the Hanoi area.

here. 
The therm al T~-~er p lant near 
the heart of Hanoi was attacked 
for the first time. U.S. sp okes­ 
men said. 
Thev said the p lant su p p lied 
nower for the citv "and its mil 
5tarv comp lex es" and p rodu ced 
abou t 32.500 kilowatts of elec­ 
tricity or 20 p er cent of the na­ 
tional cap acity .

With the aj>pro ao h o f the summer seaso n, No w 
Yo rk State Tro o pers will giv e clo se attentio n to i>cdes- 
trian v io latio ns, particularly hitchhikers. 
The number o f fatal accidents inv o lv ing pedestrians 
in rural aiv as is co nstantiy increasing. The to tal so 
far this y ear has iv acho d 45. During the first three 
mo nths o f this y ear, tro o pers inv estigated 144 pedes­ 
trian accidents. 
When walking o n the highway , fare traffic and giv e 
ample clearance fo r appro aching v ehicles; lo o k in bo th 
directio ns l>efo re cro ssing a ro ad; nev er rush into 
the ro adway , especially when hidden by a |>arked ear; 
wear light clo thing at night if po ssible and carry a 
light. 
Superintendent Co rnelius o f the New Yo rk State 
Po lice say s ev ery effo rt sho uld he made to disco ur­ 
age hitchhiking which can be dangero us no t o nly fo r 
the pedestrian hut ran create a v ehicle accident situa­ 
tio n when a mo to rist sto ps abruptly to o ffer a ride. 
The law o n hitchhiking makes it a v io latio n to stand 
o n the highway to so licit a ride. 


DRAFT TESTS HALTED 
Nearly a millio n students to o k the qualificatio n 
tests fo r draft defennent since they were resumed 
last y ear after a two -y ear suspensio n. Lieut. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey , directo r o f the Selectiv e Serv ice, 
adv ised the Ho use Armed Serv ices Co mmittee that the 
tests hav e again been suspended. 
This time, the suspensio n is due to uncertainty as 
to whether undergraduate students will Ix* deferred. 
President Jo hnso n has decided that po st-graduate stu­ 
dents will be subjected to the draft, ex i’ept tho se pre­ 
paring to be phy sicians, dentists and ministers. But 
he has no t decided abo ut undergraduates. 
There has been co nsiderable co mplaint that defer­ 
ring co llege students fav o red tho se as a class who had 
the means to attend co llege. The argument fo r retain­ 
ing their deferment is that they will pro v ide the in­ 
crement fro m who m to train o fficers, and that sci­ 
ence students are needed fo r o ur future defense. The 
argument against is that if they finish their military 
duty , they wo uld take up their studies witho ut inter­ 
a ctio n. 
One thing the President has decided is that 19 -y ear- 
o lds wlU be ex po sed first to the draft, alo ng with o lder 
men who se deferments had ex pired. Present po licy 
is to draft o lder men first. He wo uld also like to use 
a fo rm o f lo ttery fo r the draft, but there is co nsider­ 
able o ppo sitio n to this in the Ho use Armed Serv ices 
Co mmittee. 
The new rules will be decided so o n, as Co ngress 
is fav o rably co nsidering ex tending the draft fo r an­ 
o ther fo ur y ears fro m its ex piratio n June 30. There 
is little o ppo sitio n to the ex tensio n, o nly to the lo ttery . 
A rando m cho ice wo uld take o ut o f lo cal draft bo ards 
the autho rity to weigh each case and pass o n its mer­ 
its and fo r that reaso n might cause mo re inequities 
than the present metho d o f selectio n.

T c o lleg e 
Senate co mmittee hearings are scheduled to o pen 
later this mo nth o n the Electo ral Co llege metho d o f 
electing presidents. This issue is no thing new—o n 
mo re than 100 o ccasio ns, effo rts hav e been made to 
kill the “ co llege” sy stem, o r at least to mo dify it. Yet 
it ^remains, an anachro nistic, ho rse-and-buggy dev ice 
that decides the electio n o f jet age presidents just as 
it did tho se two centuries ago when the Republic was 
bo rn. 
The o nly two electiv e federal o fficials who m the 
peo ple do no t cho o se by direct v o te are the president 
and the v ice president. The millio ns who turn o ut fo r 
these quadrennial No v ember co ntests do no t actually 
v o te fo r the candidates themselv es; they v o te fo r a 
set o f electo rs and the winning electo rs later meet to 
v o te fo r president. Tho se results are certified and 
sealed, and in early January are o pened at a jo int ses­ 
sio n o f Co ngress, and what was kno wn o n electio n 
night, pro bably befo re so me o f the po lls in the West 
were clo sed, became “ o fficial.” 
This is no nsensical in this day and age, but the chief 
o bjectio n to the co llege setup isn’t precedural, it’s fun­ 
damental. To day , a man with fewer papular v o tes 
than his o ppo nent can win, and this repudiatio n o f the 
will o f the majo rity is inco ngruo us in a demo cracy . 
Three times in o ur histo ry , this actually o ccurred: 
In 18 24 when Jo hn Quincy Adams wo n o v er Andrew' 
Jackso n; in 18 76, Rutherfo rd B. Hay es o v er Samuel 
J. Tilden; and in 18 8 8 , Benjamin Harriso n o v er Gro ­ 
v er Clev eland. 
The Electo ral Co llege has the effect o f disenfran­ 
chising hundreds o f tho usands o f v o ters in states 
where o ne party has a traditio nal lo p-sided majo rity . 
If presidents were elected by po pular v o te, the mino r­ 
ity electo rate in these states wo uld hav e an incentiv e 
to turn o ut and v o te, kno wing their ballo t wo uld co unt 
as much as any o ther in the natio n. 
The feeling appears gro wing that the Electo ral Co l­ 
lege “ has had it.” 
The cause o f representativ e demo cracy will be ad­ 
v anced by eradicating the Electo ral Co llege. It has 
surv iv ed to o lo ng already .

THE FARMER DOESN’T 
WANT HELP 
Charles B. Shuman, pres­ 
ident o f the American Farm 
Bureau Federatio n, came to 
New Yo rk City the o ther day 
to brief financial and po litical 
writers o n the realities o f the 
farm situatio n. What he had 
to say may po rtend the end 
o f go v ernment farm co ntro l 
and subsidy pro grams, fo r he 
spo ke o f a po ssible po litical 
alliance between city co n­ 
sumers and the farmer to get 
rid o f "co 6tly schemes that 
do mo re harm than go o d.” 
What seems to bo ther Mr. 
Schuman 
particularly 
was 
the sheer inefficiency o f go v ­ 
ernment 
fo recasts. Depart­ 
ment o f Agriculture statis­ 
tics, he said, aren’t wo rth 
the paper they are written 
o n. He spo ke o f the big mis­ 
take that the D. o f A. made 
with its cattle co unt predic­ 
tio n in 19 66. The statisticians, 
fo r o ne reaso n o r ano ther, 
had to ld the farmers that 
the cattle cy cle was do wn. 
Jumping to the natural co n­ 
clusio n that beef prices wo uld 
rise, the cattlemen started 
feeding their steers to fatten 
them up in time to skim o ff 
the anticipated pro fits. But 
all this time the actual num­ 
ber o f cattle was ho lding at 
a far higher lev el than the 
statisticians 
had 
predicted. 
When the fattened beef cattle 
hit the market, prices sagged 
wo efully . In mid-April, beef 
prices were, as the Farm 
Jo urnal has repo rted, so me 
$4 per hundred less than a 
y ear ago . The USDA had 
actually underestimated the 
number o f beef cattle o n the 
ranges 
and 
farms by 3.5 
millio n head. 
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Mr. Shuman to ld the New 
Yo rk writers thait widespread 
predictio ns o f a co ming wo rld 
grain sho rtage were likely 
to be as fallacio us as the 
cattle 
co unt. 
Ev en 
with 
dro ught co nditio ns, he said, 
there wo uld be eno ugh wheat 
gro wn in the U. S. in 19 67 
fo r fo rmal use. The spectre 
o f wo rld starv atio n, said Mr. 
Shuman, 
deriv es 
far 
less 
fro m the so -called po pulatio n 
ex plo sio n than it do es fro m 
the 
so cialist 
agricultural 
practices In the So v iet Unio n 
and in Red China, and fro m 
the 
unwillingness 
o f 
the 
Indian go v ernment to put 
agricultural 
refo rm 
ahead 
o f industrial "spectaculars.” 
With 
mo dem 
agricultural 
metho ds, plenty o f fo o d can 
be gro wn fo r ev ery bo dy ; it 
is 
mo dern 
po litics 
that 
creates famines. 
Mr. Shuman’s o bjectio ns to 
go v ernment interference with 
farm markets were based o n 
the theo p' that "co ntro ls” 
will inev itably be ex ercised 
fo r the benefit fo r the co n­ 
sumer no w that the farmer 
is a small mino rity o f the 
to tal 
po pulatio n. 
"Agricul­ 
tural 
pro ducers,” 
he 
said, 
"are fed up with Administra­ 
tio n talk o f a ‘new era’ in 
farming while the same o ld 
o utmo ded farm pro grams are 
used to ho ld do wn market 
prices and make farmers de­ 
pendent o n go v ernment pay ­ 
ments fo r twenty per cent o f 
their net inco me. 
"The Ex ecutiv e Branch o f 
go v ernment,” 
he 
co ntinued, 
"has used ev ery dev ice at its 
co mmand to weaken the mar­ 
ket.” 
Go v ernment requests fo r in­ 
creased wheat plantings 
in 
1967, so Mr. Shuman said, 


were based o n Secretary o f 
Agriculture Orv ille Freeman’s 
desire to fill the 'carry -o v er” 
sto rage bins again so that 
prices co uld be kept do wn by 
co ntinued go v ernment dump­ 
ing.

Washing dishes is not my favorite task Probably not you rs 
either, however, according to Pbyliss W. Rarlow, Ex tension 
Home Economist, the following su ggestions shou ld help with

Alu minu m cooking u tensils shou ld be washed thorou ghly in 
hot *iap or detergent su ds, then rinsed with hot water. Use 
tine steel wool and su ds to remove food which has stu ck to the 
su rface; on spu n alu minu m, scru b parallel to the lines of the 
design If tood is bu rned on. soak the u tensil for abou t 15 min­ 
u tes in warm su ds; then scrape the su rface with a wooden 
spoon or ru bber scraper. Alu minu m u tensils shou ld be su dsed, 
rinsed, dried each time they are u sed - even if only for boiling 
water 
becau se the minerals in water and foods cau se pitting 
if not removed promptly. 
To brighten darkened alu minu m, boil for a few minu tes 
with a solu tion of two teaspoons cream of tartar to a qu art of 
water. Then wash in hot su ds, rinse with hot water, and polish 
with a soft cloth. Inside discoloration can also he removed by 
u sing the pan to cook tomatoes, rhu barb, apples, or other acid 
foods. Avoid cooking eggs in alu minu m vessels, since this cau ses 
qu ick discoloration. 
Wash alu minu m foil in warm su ds after u se, rinse in warm 
water, pat dry with a soft cloth, and smooth it flat or roll It 
u p for re-u se. 
Chromiu m u tensils shou ld he washed with a soft sponge or 
cloth and hot su ds. After rinsing, polish to a high gl >ss with a 
soft dry cloth. Never u se scou ring powder, steel wool, or a bru sh 
on chrome becau se the soft su rface will wear off if treated 
harshly. 
Copper u tensils shou ld be washed in hot soap or detergent 
su ds, rinsed with hot water, then polished dry with a soft cloth. 
A little ammonia added to the su ds will help to remove stains 
or corroded spots. Or. after washing and drying, ru b spots with 
lemon and salt and then su ds again. If the bottom su rface be­ 
comes stained from heat, apply a commercial copper-cleaner 
and wash again.

Pewter—If a pewter piece is heavily tarnished, first wash 
it in hot su ds, rinse, and dry it. Then cover it with silver polish 
and, while this is still wet, apply a 
thick soap or detergent 
lather. Rinse in hot water and polish 
dry with a soft cloth. 
Silver, either sterling or plated, shou ld be washed with hot 
su ds and rinsed after each u se to delay tarnishing While still 
warm, bu ff it dry with a soft towel. When polishing is necessary, 
first wash and dry each piece; then apply polish, working length­ 
wise on flatware and following the contou rs of hollow-ware. Let 
the polish dry and then ru b the silver to a high gloss with a soft 
cloth or chamois. Finally wash it again in hot su ds, rinse with 
hot water, and bu ff it dry with a soft cloth. 
Stainless steel shou ld be washed in hot su ds promptly after 
u se to maintain its lu ster. Rinse with hot water and dry 
thorou ghly becau se moistu re left on the su rface cau ses a 
clou dy film. If food deposits stick to u tensils, 
soak them in 
warm su ds; then scru b with a cloth, 
sponge, or fiber bru sh If 
this metal becomes du ll with u se, scru b gently with a fine 
abrasive to restore its lu ster. If brownish or vari-colored "heat- 
tints’’ appear on the bottom of pots and pans, ru b at once with 
a fine abrasive; then wash in hot su ds, rinse with hot water, and 
dry. To avoid su ch marks, cook at moderate heat. 
Tin u tensils need onlv washing in hot soap or detergent su ds 
and rinses, plu s thorou gh drying. Tin absorbs heat better as it 
develops tone and becomes du ll with u se. Do not try to scou r.
